Fra ncis T. Roots, of Connersville, 
sa ys “ Bert” Tncker in the Cincinna ti 
Enquirer of [Sunda y, is sa id to be de­ 
termined to run for some office in 1908. 
One of the ¡close friends of Congress 
ma n Wa tson sa ys tha t "Roots ca lled on 
him during his trip to India na la st 
week to a ttend the exercises a t the la y­ 
ing of the Knights of Pythia s building 
a t India na polis, a nd told him tha t if 
he wa nts to run for Governor he w ill 
step a side a s a guberna toria l ca ndida te 
a nd seek the *sea t in Congress tha t 
Wa tson now occupies. 
It is sa id tha t 
Roots returned to [Connersville none 
11»© wiser a s to Mr. Wa ton’s pla ns for 
the future. 
Wa tson is a ga in to be qnietlv urged 
by pa rty lea ders to let them begin 
hnilding fences for him to ca pture lie 
nomina tion for Governor in 1908, but 
he lia s not indica ted tha t he w ill be a 
ca ndida te. 
Proba bly no ma n in the 
Sta te is closer to the ma sses of the 
pa rty tha n Wa tson, a nd ma ny believe 
tha t he wonld not ha ve much trouble 
in la nding the nom ina tion for G over­ 
nor, but a t this tim e he is more in ­ 
clined, it is sa id, to continue his con­ 
gressiona l ca reer, with the hope of 
ultim a tely becoming Spea ker of the 
House.

3 Ca rriers must lower the signa ls 
on boxes a fter ma king collections, pro­ 
vided no ma il is left 
therein; a nd 
must displa y ¡the signa ls when they 
deposit ma il for pa trons, unless the 
pa trons ha ve ma de request to the con­ 
tra ry.
